STATES. 


CALIFORNIA. 

Valley  quail,  bob  whites,  partridges,  robins,  wild 
ducks  and  rail  are  protected  by  law  between  Feb.  15 
and  Oct.  1.5,  mountain  quail  and  grouse  between  Feb. 
15  and  Aug.  15,  doves  between  Feb.  15  and  ,]\^]y  1,  male 
deer  between  Oct.  15  and  July  15.  Feuiale  deer,  fawn, 
antelope,  elk  and  mountain  sheep  must  not  be  killed 
at  any  time.  Bore  of  gun  must  not  exceed  gauge  No. 
10.  Song  birds  shall  not  be  killed  or  taken  po>ses.sion 
of  except  for  the  purpose  of  propagation.  Striped 
bass  and  black  bass  are  protected  by  the  law  between 
Jan.  1  and  July  1,  trout  between  Nov.  1  and  April  1. 
Tr  )ut  less  than  six  inches  in  length  must  not  be  bought 
or  sold.  Salmon  are  protested  by  law  between  Aug. 
31  and  Nov.  1. 

COLORADO. 

Insectivorous  BhrlH,  Mou(joliiii  Pita  (sat  Us,  Qiuul,  Ptar- 
rtibjan. — It  is  prohibitory  to  kill  such  birds  at  any  time. 
Doves  may  be  shot  from  July  15  to  Oct.  1.  Wild  tur- 
key, pheasants,  prairie  chickens  and  grouse  may  be 
shot  between  Aug.  15  and  Nov.  1,  the  same  pear,  only. 
Wild  ducks,  geese,  brant  or  swans,  or  other  waterfowl, 
any  be  shot  between  Sept.  1  and  INIay  1  following 
only,  and  then  only  by  an  ordinary  shoulder  gun.  It 
is  unlawful  to  use  dogs  for  the  purpo-e  of  running  or 
coursing  mountain  sheep,  deer,  elk  or  antelope,  and  it 
is  prohibitory  to  kill  at  any  time  any  bison,  buffalo  or 
mountain  sheep.  It  is  allowed,  however,  to  shoot 
deer,  antelope  and  elk  with  horns  between  Aug.  I  and 
Nov.  1  the  same  year,  and  then  only  for  domestic  and 
immediate  use.

Trout,  Food  Fish. — It  is  prohibitory  to  take  such  fish 
during-  the  months  of  December,  January,  February, 
March,  April  and  May.

Geese,  brants,  ducks  or  other  water 
fowl,  Sept  15  to  April  15,  Gray,  red,  fox  or  black 
squirrels,  June  1  to  Dec.  15.  Possession  and  sale  of 
g"aine  prohibited  in  close  season,  except  game  broug"ht 
in  from  other  states,  which  may  be  sold  from  Oct.  1  to 
Feb.  1.

1  to  Feb.  1.  Prairie  chickens,  Sept.  1  to  April  15. 
Woodcocks,  July  1  to  Jan.  1.  Wild  ducks,  Sept.  1  to 
April  15.  Squirrels,  June  1  to  Dec.  20.  Wild  pigeons 
protected  from  any  kind  of  molestations  within  a  half  • 
mile  of  nesting.  Exportation  of  game  prohibited. 
Gigging  and  spea^-ing  tish  allowed  only  from  July  1  to 
Jan.  1.  Artificially  stocked  waters  protected  for  three 
years  after  planting  fish.  Hook  and  line  fishing  al- 
lowed at  any  time. 

IOWA. 

Prairie  chickens,  Sept.  1  to  Dec,  1.  Woodcocks, 
July  10  to  Jan.  1.  Ruffed  grouse  or  pheasants,  quails 
and  wild  turkeys,  Oct.  1  to  Jan.  1.  Deer  and  elks, 
Sept.  1  to  Jan.  I.  Wild  ducks,  geese  and  brants,  Aug.

Killing  deer  and  fawns 
in  red  and  spotted  coat,  and  in  the  water,  or  by  means 
of  pitfall  or  trap  or  artificial  light,  forbidden.  Deer 
and  elks  protected  on  Bois  Blanc  island  vmtil  Nov.  1, 
1899.  Woodcocks,  Aug.  15  to  Dec.  15.  Ruffed  grouse 
(partridge),  pheasants,  quails  (colins  or  Virginia  par- 
tridge), lower  peninsula,  Nov.  1  to  Dec.  15.  Ruffed 
grouse  (partridge),  upper  peninsula,  Oct.  1  to  Jan.  1. 
Jacksnipes,  wild  geese,  redheads,  blue  bills,  canvas- 
backs,  pidgeons  and  pintails  ducks,  Sept.  1  to  INlay  1. 
All  other  wild  fowl,  Sept.  1  to  Jan.  1.  Prairie  chick- 
ens protected   until  Sept.   1,  1894.     Mongolian   pheas- 
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ants  protected.  Exportation  of  game  birds  and  fish 
and  sale  of  either  during-  olcKse  season  prohihited. 
Speckled  trout,  g-rayling-,  California  trout  and  land- 
locked salmon,  with  hook  and  line  only,  May  1  to 
Sept.  1;  less  than  6  inches  in  length  protected;  also 
protected  in  streams  where  they  are  not  native  for 
three  years  after  first  planting;  brook  trouts  and 
and  graylings  shall  not  be  taken  for  sale  or  sold. 
Black,  strawberry,  green  or  white  bass  at  any  time, 
bat  by  hook  and  line  only;  muscallonge,  July  1  to 
March  1. 

MINNESOTA. 

Fawns,  elks,  moose  and  antelopes  protected  until 
January,  1898.  Deer,  Nov.  1  to  Nov.  30.  Hounding 
prohibited,  Woodcocks  and  upland  plovers,  July  4  to 
Nov.  1.  Prairie  chickens  and  sharp-tailed  grouse, 
Sept.  1  to  Nov.  1.  Rufied  grouse,  pheasants,  quails  or 
partridges,  Sept.  1  to  Dec.  1.  (xeese,  ducks,  brants, 
snipe  and  all  aquatic  fowl,  April  25  to  Sept.  1,  but  no 
person  shall  be  permitted  to  kill  any  such  aquatic 
fowl  while  nesting  or  in  localities  where  they  are  ac- 
customed to  build  their  nests,  daring  the  nesting  per- 
iod. Minks,  musivrats,  otters  and  beavers,  Nov.  1  to 
May  1.  Trespass  prohibited;  lands  must  be  posted. 
Speckled,  river  or  brook  trout,  April  1  to  Oct.  ].  Wall- 
eyed pike  and  other  food  fish,  April  15  to  Dec.  1.  Hook 
and  line  fishing  only  allowed,  and  then  not  near  a 
fish  way,  millrace  or  dam.

Exportation  of  quails  and  prairie  chickens 
prohibited  until  March  3 ),  1898. 

MONTANA. 

Bisons  or  buffaloes,  quails  and  Chinese  pheasants 
protected  until  March,  1903.  Moose,  elks,  otters  and 
beavers  protected  until  March,  1903,  except  that 
beavers  may  be  killed  by  owner  of  land  to  protect  his 
water  rig-hts.  Deer,  antelopes,  mountain  sheep  and 
mountain  goats,  Aug".  15  to  Dec.  15.  Hounding-  pro- 
hibited. Martens  and  fishers,  Oct.  1  to  April  1.  Grouse, 
prairie  chickens,  pheasants,  fool  hens,  sag"e  hens,  par- 
tridg'es  and  snipes,  Aug*.  15  to  Nov.  15.  Wild  g-eese, 
ducks,  brants,  swans,  Sept.  1  to  Jan.  1.  Speckled  or 
mountain  trout,  July  1  to  May  1.  The  sale  of  trout 
prohibited.  Fishing"  with  sing-le  rod,  line  and  hook 
only  Mllowed.  All  other  devices  prohibited.  Shoot- 
ing" for  market  or  for  speculation  or  for  hides  or  heads 
prohibited, 

NEBRASKA. 

Buffalos,  elks,  mountain  sheep,  deer,  antelopes, 
Oct.  1  to  Jan.  1.  Grouse,  quails  and  turkeys.  Sept,  1 
to  Jan.  1.  Transportation  of  g-ame  is  prohibited. 
Minks  and  muskrats,  Feb.  15  to  April  15.  Ducks.  g"eese 
and  all  wild  fowl  may  be  shot  at  any  time  with  a 
shoulder  g"un.  Hounding"  deer  is  prohibited  in  Burt, 
Doug-las,  Cass,  Sarp3^  Saunders  and  Dodg"e  counties. 
Fish  can  be  taken  with  hook  and  line  only. 

NEVADA. 

The  shooting"  of  g-ame  birds,  such  as  wild  g-eese, 
ducks,  cranes,  brant,  swans,  plover,  curlew,  snipe  and 
mud  hens  is  prohibited  between  April  1  and  .Sept.  15, 
and  partridg-es, -pheasants,  woodcock,  quail,  g-rouse  or 
yellow-hammers  between  March  15  and  Sept.  15.    The 
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sliooting"  of  biff  game  is  prohi))itory  between  Jan.  1  and 
Sept.  1.  Such  game  includes  antelope,  elk,  mountain 
sheep  or  goat,  and  caribou. 

Fishltui. — It  is  prohibitory  to  fish  lake  or  brook 
trout  or  land-locked  salmon  between  Oct.  1  and  June  1. 

NORTH   DAKOTA. 

Buffaloes,  elks,  deer,  antelopes  and  mountain 
sheep,  Sept.  1  to  Jan.  1.  Exportation  of  any  of  these 
animals  prohibited.  Hounding  prohibited.  Grouse 
of  all  kinds  and  wild  ducks,  Aug.  20  to  Dec.  1.  Snipe, 
geese,  brants,  plovers  and  curlews,  Sept.  1  to  May  1. 
Quails  protected  until  March,  1895.  Not  more  than 
twenty-five  of  any  of  the  game  birds  or  fowl  men- 
tioned allowed  to  be  killed  or  had  in  possession  at  any 
one  time,  Exportation  prohibited  and  not  more  than 
one  dozen  of  either  of  said  game  birds  allowed  to  be 
shipped  or  transported  in  any  one  day  within  the  state 
by  any  one  person,  after  making  affidavit  that  said 
birds  have  been  legally  killed.  Wasting*  game  or  leav- 
ing the  same  lying  about  prohibited.  Pike,  pickerel, 
perch,  bass,  muscallonge.  May  1  to  Feb.  ].  Fishing 
with  hook  and  line  only  allowed;  all  other  devices 
prohibited. 

OREGON. 

Elk,  Moose,  Mountain  Sheep,  Deer. — No  person  is 
allowed  to  kill  such  animal  for  the  purpose  of  obtain- 
ing the  skin,  hide,  ham  or  horns  at  any  time,  and  it  is 
prohibitory  to  kill  them  for  other  purposes  between 
Dec.  1  and  Aug.  1  in  the  following  year.  It  is  prohib- 
itory to  kill  any  spotted  fawn  at  any  time  for  any  pur- 
pose. No  deer  must  be  hunted  or  killed  between  one 
hour  after  sunset  and  one-half  hour  before  sunrise. 
and  no  person  shall  kill  any  deer  unless  the  carcass  of 
such  animal  is  used  or  preserved  or  sold  for  food.  It 
is  strictly  prohibitory  to  hunt  elk  or  deer  with  hounds. 
Birds,  such  as  grouse,  pheasants,  INIongolian  pheas- 
ants, quail  or  partridges,  are  protected  by  law  between 
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Dec  1  and  Sept.  1  the  following-  year,  except  for  breed- 
ing purposes,  and  it  is  unlawful  to  shoot  any  prairie 
chicken  during  the  months  of  .July,  August  and  Sep- 
tember. It  is  further  prohibitory  to  kill  any  pheasant 
or  quail  at  any  time  east  of  the  Cascade  mountains. 
No  person  is  allowed  to  kill  in  one  day  a  greater  num- 
ber than  twenty  birds.  It  is  prohibited,  except  by 
special  permit  from  the  Fish  and  Game  Protector,  to 
ship  birds  out  of  the  state  except  for  breeding  pur- 
poses. Trout  in  mountain  lakes  or  brooks  may  be 
taken  with  hook  and  line  only,  and  the  taking  and 
killing  of  such  fish  is  prohibitory  from  Nov.  1  to  April 
1  the  following  year.  Wild  swans,  mallard  ducks, 
wood  ducks,  pidgeon,  teal,  spoonbill,  gray,  black, 
sprigtail  or  canvas-back  duck  are  protected  by  law 
betvveen  March  15  and  Sept.  1. 

Wiidfoivl  Methods. — It  is  strictly  prohil'ited  to  use 
sink-boxes  for  the  purpose  of  killing*  wild  waterfowl. 
It  is  also  prohibited  to  use  swivel  pivot  guns  in  killing 
such  birds.  Nothing  but  g"uns  fired  from  the  shoulder 
are  allowed  for  such  purpose  No  blind  or  other 
structure  must  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  killing  sea- 
fowl  when  it  stands  more  than  lOJ  feet  from  shore,  and 
it  is  prohibitory  to  fire  off  an^'^  gi^n^  build  fire  or  fiasli 
any  light  or  powder  on  or  by  any  lake,  pond  or  slongh 
or  ground  frequented  by  ducks  or  other  waterfowl  at 
any  time  between  one  hour  after  sunset  and  half  an 
hour  before  sunrise.  All  kinds  of  singing  birds  are 
protected  by  law  the  year  round  from  being  killed  or 
taken  possession  of.  It  is  further  provided  b}^  law  that 
no  person  shall  trespass  or  enter  into  any  standing  or 
growing  grain  not  his  own  to  catch,  recover  or  kill 
any  bird  or  animal,  or  permit  any  dog  for  hunting 
purposes  to  do  so. 

SOUTH    DAKOTA. 

Prairie  chickens,  ruffed  and  sharp-tailed  grouse, 
Sept.  1  to  Jan.  Snipe,  plovers,  curlews,  ducks,  geese 
and  brants,  Sept.  1  to  May  15.     Quails  protected  until 
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1898.  Shooting-  of  more  than  twenty-five  birds  of  one 
kind  in  a  day,  or  the  possession  of  the  same,  pro- 
hibited. Shipping-  out  of  state  and  the  shipment  of 
more  than  twelve  birds  within  the  state  prohibited. 
Deer,  buffaloes,  elks,  antelopes  and  mountain  sheep 
protected  until  Sept.  1,  1896.  Bass,  muscallong-e,  pike, 
pickerel  and  perch,  May  1  to  Feb.  1.  Those  intended 
for  breeding-  may  be  taken  at  any  time.  Netting-  pro- 
hibited, except  in  Missouri  and  Red  rivers. 

WASHINGTON. 

It  is  unlawful  to  hunt  deer  with  dogs,  and  it  is  un- 
lawful to  hunt  deer,  mule  deer,  caribou,  elk,  inountain 
sheep  or  g-oats  for  the  purpose  of  securing-  their  hides 
or  horns,  the  spirit  and  letter  of  the  law  being  that 
the  carcass  of  such  animals  shall  be  preserved  for  food. 
Hides  and  horns  of  such  animals  being-  offered  for  sale 
between  Jan.  1  and  Aug".  15  shall  be  treated  as  a  mis- 
demeanor. It  is  prohibited  to  kill  such  animals  be- 
tween Jan.  1  and  Aug-.  15,  It  is  prohibitory  to  hunt 
such  animals  with  dog-s  except  during-  the  months  of 
October,  November  and  December.  Waterfowl  of  all 
kiads  are  protected  by  law  between  April  1  and  Aug-. 
15,  and  at  all  times  between  the  hours  of  8  o'clock 
p.  m.  and  5  o'clock  a.  m.  Sinkboxes,  floating-  blinds, 
rafts,  sneak  boats,  punt,  or  any  other  device  for 
approaching  waterfowl  while  resting-  o"n  the  waters  of 
this  State,  are  prohibited  by  law.  Grouse  or  pheasant, 
and  sage  hens  are  protected  between  Jan.  1  and  Aug. 
1.  It  is  further  unlawful  to  kill  any  wild  feathered 
g-ame  for  the  market  except  daring-  the  month  of  De- 
cember. Mountain  trout  are  protected  between  Nov. 
1  and  April  1  the  following-  year,  and  it  is  further  pro- 
vided that  food  fish  implanted  in  the  creeks,  rivers, 
lakes  or  bays  must  not  be  taken  for  three  years  after 
a  ;t  of  March  6,  1891,  amended  1895,  except  for  propa- 
gating- purposes.  Salmon  are  protected  between  March 
1  and  iVpril  10,  and  between  Aug".  10  and  Sept.  10,  and 
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between  the  hours  of  G  o'clock  p.  m  ou  each  and  every 
Saturday  and  G  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  follow- 
ing" Sunday. 

WISCONSIN. 

Woodcocks,  quails,  partridg-es,  pheasants  or  ruffed 
grouse,  prairie  chickens,  sharp-tailed  g-rouse  or  g'rouse 
of  any  other  variety,  snipe,  plovers,  mallard,  teal  or 
wood  ducks,  Aug-.  20  to  Dec.  1.  Wild  ducks  of  any 
other  variety,  wild  g^eese  or  brants  of  any  variety,  or 
any  aquatic  fowls  whatever,  Sept.  1  to  May  1.  Deer, 
Nov.  1  to  31.  Hounding*  or  worrying"  deer  prohibited 
at  all  times ;  and  the  use  of  dogfs  with  which  to  hunt 
rabbits  during-  October,  prohibited.  Otters,  martens, 
minks,  fishers,  Oct.  1  to  May  1.  Beavers  protected 
until  1898.  Shooting"  wild  fowl  from  any  other  than 
natural  blinds,  prohibited.  Pigeons  protected  within 
two  miles  of  their  roosts.  Brook,  rainbow  or  moun- 
tain trout,  April  1.5  to  Aug".  30.  Lake  trout,  Jan.  ir>  to 
Oct.  1.  Black,  g-reen  and  Osweg"o  bass  and  wall-eyed 
pike,  June  1  to  March  1.  Muscallong-e,  June  1  to 
March  1,  Catching"  trout  for  sale  prohibited.  Export- 
ation of  deer  and  trout  prohibited. 

WYOMING. 

Partridg"es,  pheasants,  prairie  chickens,  prairie 
hens  or  g-rouse,  Aug.  15  to  Nov.  '.  Sag"e  chickens, 
July  15  to  Sept.  15.  Snipe,  g-reen  shanks,  tattlers, 
g-odwits,  curlews,  avocets,  or  other  waders,  plovers 
and  quails,  protected  at  all  times.  Wild  ducks,  Aug-. 
1  to  May  1.  Deer,  elks,  moose,  mountain  sheep,  moun- 
tain g-oats,  antelopes,  protected  at  all  times,  except 
that  a  bona-fide  resident  may  at  any  time  kill  not 
more  than  three  of  any  of  said  animals  in  any  one 
week  for  the  purpose  only  of  supplying-  himself  and 
family  with  food.  Non-residents  prohibited  from 
hunting-  them  at  any  time.  Bison  or  buffaloes  and 
beavers  protected  until  March  15,  1900.  Exportation 
of  g-ame,  hides  or  heads  prohibited.  Any  g-ame  brought

into  the  state  must  be  accompanied  by  an  affidavit,  to 
be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  and  re- 
corded in  tlie  office  of  county  clerk  and  recorder  of 
the  county,  to  prove  that  said  g-ame  was  not  killed  in 
any  other  state  or  territory  in  violation  of  the  laws  of 
such  state  or  territory.  Fishing-,  June  1  to  Oct.  1;

DOMESTIC. 

First  Ctass.— Letters  and  all  written  matter, 
whether  sealed  or  unsealed,  and  all  other  matter 
sealed,  nailed,  sewed,  tied  or  fastened  in  any  manner 
so  that  it  cannot  be  easily  examined,  3  cents  per 
ounce  or  fraction  thereof.  A  'special  delivery  "  10- 
cent  stamp,  wlien  attached  to  a  letter,  in  addition  to 
the  lawful  postag-e,  shall  entitle  the  letter  to  imme- 
diate delivery  at  or  within  one  mile  of  any  postoffice. 

Postal  cards,  1  cent  each. 

Second  Cldss. — A.11  reg-ular  newspapers,  mag-azines 
and  other  periodicals  issued  at  intervals  not  exceeding- 
three  months,  the  postag-e  is  one  cent  for  each  pound. 
A  special  rate  of  1  cent  for  four  ounces  is  made  for  all 
second-class  matter  mailed  by  other  than  publishers 
or  newsdealers. 

Tlilrd  Class. — -Embraces  printed  books,  pamphlets, 
circulars,  eng'raving's,  lithog^raphs,  proof-sheets  and 
manuscript  accompanying"  the  same,  and  all  matter 
of  the  same  g-eneral  character,  and  not  having  the 
character  of  personal  correspondence.  Circulars  pro- 
duced by  hektog-raph  or  similar  process,  or  bj^  electric 
pen,  are  rated  as  third  class.  The  limit  of  weight  for 
mail  matter  of  the  third  class  is  four  pounds,  except 
in   the  case  of  sing"le    books  exceeding-   that  weight. 
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The  rate  of  postage  on  mail  matter  of  the  third  class 
is  1  cent  for  each  two  ounces  or  fraction  thereof. 

Fourth  Class.— AW  mailable  matter,  like  merchan- 
dise, not  included  in  the  three  preceding  classes, 
which  is  so  prepared  for  mailing  as  to  be  easily  taken 
from  the  wrapper  and  examined.  Rate,  1  cent  per 
ounce  or  fraction  thereof,  except  seeds,  roots,  cuttings, 
bulbs,  plants  and  scions,  which  are  1  cent  per  two 
ounces.  Limit  of  weig'ht,  four  pounds.  Full  pre- 
payment compulsory.  Liquids  and  other  like  injuri- 
ous matter,  not  admitted,  except  some  under  condi- 
tions which  may  be  learned  at  any  postoffice.

Althouprh  the  American  Railway  System  as  a  whole  is  far 
ahead  of  that  in  Europe  as  resrards  comfort  to  the  traveling 
pnblic,  it  is  far  from  being^  trne  that  railway  travel  ou  the  other 
side  of  the  Atlantic  is  void  of  comforts  and  advantages.  To  be 
sure  the  cars  are  small  and  without  the  American  conveniences, 
but  trains  run  invariably  on  time,  and  dangers  of  collisions  are 
much  smaller  than  in  America,  owing  to  superior  roadbeds  and 
the  absence  of  surface  crossings.  The  right  of  way  is  kept  as 
trim  as  a  lawn.  The  bridges  and  viaducts  are  always  of  stone 
or  iron,  and  the  stations  are  built  to  last  for  centuries. 

On  longer  runs,  as  between  Glasgow,  Liverpool  and  London, 
sleepers  and  dining  cars  are  in  use.  They  are  high  priced,  but 
they  are  accessible  for  all  classes  of  passengers. 

Facilities  for  obtaining  lunches  and  refreshments  along  the 
lines  of  any  railroad  are  excellent. 

First  Class  Railway  fares  in  England  are  high  and  the  com- 
partments, are  no  more  comfortable  than  those  of  second  class. 
Third  class  is  counted  good  enough  by  most  travelers,  even  by 
ladies.  on  the  continent  second  class  accommodations  are 
good  enough  except  in  Italy,  where  even  the  first  claf.s  com- 
partments are  not  always  attractive. 

Travelers  who  have  made  up  a  certain  route  usually  buy 
the  so-called  "circular  tickets,"  as  they  are  cheap  and  very  con- 
venient. On  these  tickets  travelers  can  stop  almost  anywhere 
along  the  route  and  resume  their  journey  when  they  see  fit. 
They  are  purchased  at  a  tourist  agency  and  are  printed  in 
English  as  well  as  in  the  language  of  the  coiintry  in  which  they 
are  to  be  used.  The  rule  at  any  European  Railway  Station  is  to 
show  the  tickets  before  being  admitted  to  the  train  platform. 
Usuallj-  the  conductor  or  guard  comes  around  and  examines 
tickets  before  the  train  starts. 
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Information  for  Passengers  Going  Abroad. 


Passports  are  not  generally  necessary  in  Western  Europe  in 
time  of  peace,  but  if  one  is  wanted,  any  steamship  aofent  can 
furnish  it,  or  a  letter  may  be  directed  to  the  State  Department 
in  Washing-ton,  D.  C,  asking  for  passport  blanks,  and  the  re- 
quisite papers  will  be  furnished. 

Baggage.  Too  much  baggage  is  a  great  inconvenience.  A 
traveler  for  pleasure  should  take  along  only  as  much  as  is  abso- 
lutely necessary.  A  sti'ong  trunk,  26  inches,  by  18  and  15  deep, 
with  a  flat  toi?  is  the  most  suitable.  Owners  name  should  be 
painted  on  it  in  full.  The  American  checking  system  does  not 
exist  in  Europe.  Some  of  the  Steamship  Lines  wnll  check  bag- 
gage as  far  as  tneir  own  steamers  run,  but  passengers  must 
look  after  their  baggage  at  their  destinations  on  the  European 
Railways, 

Funds.  Large  amounts  of  money  should  never  be  carried 
in  currency  or  gold.  A  draf  tis  always  safe.  Amounts,  say  over 
five  hundred  dollars,  should  be  carried  in  a  letter  of  credit. 

Foreign  Money.  The  English  money  is  a  puzzle  to  most 
people  who  are  accustomed  to  the  decimal  system.  An  American 
will  generally  be  inclined  to  reduce  the  English  coins  to  their 
equivalent  in  dollars  and  cents  If  he  asks  the  price  of  some- 
thing and  learns  that  it  is  "  37  and  9  "  he  may  need  a  pencil  to 
calculate  that  these  figures  amount  to  about  <f9.43. 

In  Holland  it  is  only  necessary  to  remember  that  a  guilder 
is  etjual  to  40  Cents  in  United  States  money  and  the  home  value 
of  all  the  small  coins  can  readilybe  estimated. 

In  Germany  the  Mark  is  worth  an  American  quarter,  and  a 
pfennig  is  therefore  one-foui'th  of  a  cent. 

In  France,  Switzerland  and  Belgium  or  Italy,  where  the 
Franc  is  the  standard,  it  is  equally  easy  to  know  what  a  coin  is 
worth. 
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Steamer  Chair.  Cabin  passeng-ers  will  find  many 
a  comfort  in  owning  such  a  chair  during"  the  voyag-e. 
They  can  be  purchased  very  cheap  at  any  Steamship 
Pier  in  New  York. 

Carriage-Hire  in  Europe  is  by  the  hour  or  for  the 
course  and  according*  to  tariff,  which  the  driver  must 
pro<-ure  if  asked  for. 

Pnuboire  or  tip  money  are  paid  to  certain  classes  of 
servants,  on  the  Continent  of  Europe  especially,  and 
can  hardly  be  avoided  as  it  is  customary  and  because 
such  servants  receive  no  other  wag^es.  But  such  ex- 
penditures are  only  to  the  amount  of  5  to  10  cents  in  each 
instance.  Services  are  offered  by  such  people  on  the 
Continent  at  every  turn.  They  are  often  a  g"reat  con- 
venience and  do  not  cost  much,  but  passeng-ers  unac- 
customed to  them  will  naturally  find  them  a  nuisance 
at  first.

Ship  Time. 


The  official  time  of  the  steamers  is  divided  into 
watches  of  4  hours  each,  commencing  at  12 — 4,  etc. 
The  time  of  each  watch  is  divided  into  8  bells  and  is 
sounded  or  struck  every  half  hour.  The  watch  from 
4  to  6  p,  m.  is  divided  into  two  watches  of  2  hours 
each,  called  "dog  watches".  A  signal  bell  of  one 
stroke  is  made  a  few  minutes  before  change  of  watch.

Parks. 

Sterlimj  is  a  place  of  many  historic  interests. 

Edinburgfi.  The  Caledonian  Castle  with  Queen 
Marg-arets  Chapel.  Holyrood  Abbey  founded  1128. 
Beneath  the  pavement  lie  David  II,  James  II  and 
Queen,  Darnley  and  others.  Queen  Marys  apartments 
in  the  palace  are  of  g-reat  historic  interest.  Here  is 
also  shown  the  bloodstained  room,  where  Rizzio  was 
murdered.  Other  objects  of  interest  are  Monuments 
to  Dug-.  Stewart,  Nelson,  Waterloo,  Burns  and  Hume 
and  St.  Giles  Cathedral. 


Liverpool  to  London. 


Lcamhiiiton  on  the  Le<im,  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
towns  of  Eog-land,  and  a  popular  watering-  place. 

Slough  Observatory,  where  Herschel  erected  his 
great  Telescope. 

Hawell  near  Brentford,  where  the  Danes  were  de- 
feated by  Ed.  Ironside,  1016. 

Eidlng,  where  are  WharneclifPe  Viaduct  and  the 
tombs  of  Tom  Hood  and  Hume. 

London.  Albert  Memorial.  Hyde  Park:  Alexandria 
Palace;  Bank  of  Eng-land:  British  Museum;  Charing- 
Cross;  Crystal  Palace,  Sydenham;  Dulwick  Gallery; 
Hampton  Court;  Hyde  Park:  National  Gallery:  Opera, 
Haymarket;  Parliament  Houses;  St.   Pauls  Cathedral. 
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London  to  Italy. 

Paris.  Conservatoire  des  Arts.;  Ecole  des  Beaux 
Arts. ;  Gobelins;  Hotel  des  Invalides;  Jardeu  d'Accli- 
matation;  Jardin  des  Plantes;  Musee  des  Thermes;  San 
Germain;  Sainte  Chapelle;  Pantheon;  The  Louvre  Gal- 
leries; Luxemburg-  Galleries;  Severs;  Tomb  of  Napoleon; 
Versailles;  Trianon. 

Boulogne,  the  Citadel,  where  Godfrey  de  Bouillon 
was  born  and  Louis  Napoleon  imprisoned  1840.  Here 
Csesar  sailed  for  Eng-land  55  B.  C. 

Rouen.  Ancient  Capital  of  Normandy,  Cathedral 
erected  1360.  Church  of  St.  Quen  (1.318)  the  most 
complete  Gothic  Church  in  existence.  Here  in  the 
Priory  of  St.  Gervais,  Wm.  de  Conqueror  died  1087. 
Here  Joan  of  Are  was  burned  alive.  Birthplace  of 
Corneille,  Fontenelle  and  Jouvenet. 

Antwerp.  One  of  the  first  cities  of  Europe,  has  one 
of  the  finest  Cathedrals  in  the  world.  Tomb  of 
Rubens,  etc, 

Brussels.  The  Park:  Palais  du  Roi:  Palais  Ducal; 
Palais  de  la  Nation;  the  Cathedral;  Musee  Wiertz; 
Colonne  du  Congres  ;  Hotel  de  Ville  ;  The  Martyrs 
Monument,  etc. 

B<mn.  One  of  the  early  Roman  Fortresses  on  the 
Rhine,  has  many  rare  historical  objects  of  interest. 

Coblentz.  One  of  the  most  beautifully  located 
cities  on  the  Rhine,  was  founded  by  Drusus  9  B.  C. 
Charlemagne  here  divided  his  Empire  between  his 
sons. 

Lake  Lucerne  is  one  of  the  most  magnificent  Inland 
Lakes  in  Zwitzerland,  or  perhaps  in  the  world.  It  is 
25  miles  long  and  1  to  4  in  width.  The  name  and 
deed  of  William  Tell  add  charm  to  its  picturesque 
g-randeur. 

Zurich,  a  city  of  50,000  inhabitants,  is  finelj''  situated 
near  a  lake  of  same  name  and  much  patronized  by 
Tourists  from  all  parts  of  the  world. 
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Lake  Como,  is  another  Lake  of  great  attraction  to 
the  traveling  public  It  is  deeply  imbedded  in  the 
Alps  and  its  shores  and  mountains  are  dotted  with 
Towns  and  Villas,  and  though  lacking  in  grandeur 
as  compared  to  Lake  Lucerne  it  is  certainly  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  lakes  in  the  world. 

Bern,  a  city  of  50,000  inhabitants,  is  one  of  the 
most  interesting  places  in  Zwitzerland.  It  has  a  very 
elevated  and  picturesque  location.  Objects  of  interest 
are:  The  Clock  Tower,  with  a  performing  cock,  bears 
and  harlequien,  3  minutes  before  each  hour:  the  Cathe- 
dral, built  14:21;  Statue  of  B.  von  Zahringen,  who  was 
the  founder  of  the  city;  the  Art  Gallery' :  the  Museum 
and  the  Kunstsaal.  The  Organ  in  the  Cathedral  is 
played  daily  in  the  summer  at  8  p.  m. 

Geneva,  on  the  lake  of  same  name,  is  also  a  very 
interesting  and  delightful  city.  It  has  about  60,000 
inhabitants,  splendid  Hotels  and  beautiful  Parks. 
From  here  Mt.  Blanc  can  be  plainly  seen  in  clear 
weather.  This  place  has  many  attractions:  Isle  of 
Rosseau:  Ancient  Cathedral  (1024)  and  the  Musee 
Rath.  Th's  city  was  once  fortified  by  Julius  Caesar. 
It  was  the  residence  of  Calvin  the  Reformator  and  the 
birthplace  of  Mad.  de  Stael  and  J.  J.  Rosseau. 

Cliamonix,  a  French  Village,  is  noted  for  its  extra- 
ordinary picturesque  location  at  foot  of  Mt.  Blanc, the 
highest  mountain  in  Europe. 

Milan,  is  one  of  the  most  celebrated  cities  of  Italy. 
Having  a  population  of  about  200,000,  it  has  many  at- 
tractions, both  modern  and  ancient.  It  was  the  resi- 
dence of  many  Roman  Emperors.  The  place  was 
totally  destroyed  in  1163  by  Emperor  Fred  Barbarossa. 
Objects  of  interest  are:  The  Theatre;  the  Cathedral, 
built  138G;  the  Palace  of  Science  and  Art,  with  a 
gallery  of  400  Paintings  and  Archeological  Musee; 
Church  S.  M.  delle  Garzie  has  T)a  Vinci's  famous  paint- 
ing "'Last  Supper" 


Venice.  The  Ancient  Queen  of  the  Adriatic,  is  in 
many  respects  the  most  interesting"  and  romantic  city 
in  the  world.  It  is  located  on  117  Islands,  connected 
with  378  bridg-es  and  has  a  population  of  some  130,000 
inhabitants.  The  city  was  for  many  years  a  part  of 
Austria,  but  was  reunited  with  Italy  in  18G6.  Princi- 
pal objects  of  interest  are:  The  St.  Marks,  one  of  the 
most  famous  Churches  in  the  world,  rich  in  architect- 
ural beauty  and  historical  interest.  The  Dog-es  Palace, 
which  is  the  public  hall,  council,  etc.,  is  another  ex- 
tremely interesting-  building*;  amongst  its  paintings  is 
Tintoretto's  Paradise,  the  largest  ollpainting  in  the 
world.  The  Academy  of  Fine  Arts:  the  Church  of  Frari 
and  the  Church  of  Giovanni  are  also  objects  which 
visitors  to  Venice  wall  find  worth  their  while  to  see 
and  study. 

Florence,  situated  on  the  bank  of  the  Arno,  has  a 
population  of  170,000.  Its  foundation  dates  back  to 
the  1st  century  B.  C,  It  was  destroy eS  by  the  Barbari- 
ans on  their  march  to  Rome  and  again  rebuilt  in  the 
IJth  centur3^  Under  the  house  of  Medici,  Florence 
advanced  greatly  in  Arts  and  Sciences,  Of  the  many 
grc'at  names  associated  with  its  history  and  progress 
we  will  mention  Dante,  Boccacio,  Michiavelli,  Galileo, 
Michael  Angelo,  Raphael,  Da  Vinci,  Fra  Bartolomeo 
and  Fra  Angelico.  Places  of  interest  are:  The  Uffizi 
Gallery;  Academy  of  Fine  Arts:  the  Cathedral;  the 
Church  of  Santa  Croce;  the  Medician  Chapel:  the 
National  Museum;  the  Boboli  Gardens  and  the  House 
of  Angelo. 

Rome.  The  Capital  of  Italy.  This  ancient  city  is 
known  to  most  people  and  we  will  only  mention  here 
some  of  its  numerous  objects  of  interest:  The  Forum; 
the  Colloseum;  the  Pantheon;  the  Theatre  Marcellus; 
the  Temple  of  Fortune;  the  Baths  of  Caraccala:  St. 
Peters  Church;  St.  John  Lateran;  S.  M.  Maggiore:  Six- 
tine;  St.  Paoli  fuori  le  Mura;  St,  Pietro  in  Vineoli; 
Albany    Villa;    Borghese     Palace;    Collonna    Palace; 
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Corsini;  Farnesina  Villa:  Lateran  Mus;  Palatine  Hill; 
Pamfili  Villa;  Sciara;  the  Vatican;  its  sculptures  and 
painting's. 

Oeuoa,  is  a  city  of  about  135,000  inhabitants.  It  is 
noted  for  its  beautiful  location  and  for  its  numerous 
palaces.  This  city  is  strong-ly  fortified,  but  has  no 
such  historical  art  treasures  as  the  other  larg-e  Italian 
cities. 


Other  Routes. 


The  great  exodus  of  pleasure  seekers  to  Europe  was 
for  many  years  confined  to  the  above  points  of  interest, 
and  their  adjoining*  sections  in  Great  Britain,  France 
and  Germany,  but  of  late  years  it  has  been  extended 
to  a  much  greater  area,  both  south  and  north,  and  it 
is  quite  a  common  thing  the  present  day  to  meet 
American  tourists  in  all  parts  of  the  Mediterranean 
regions  during"  the  winter  and  on  the  Scandinavian 
peninsula  during"  the  summer  season. 


Mediterranean  Cruises. 


The  direct  winter  tours  from  New  York  to  the  Med- 
iterranean made  by  some  of  the  finest  trans-atlantic 
steamers  have  become  quite  popular.  By  these  pas- 
sengers have  been  forwarded  from  the  Metropolis  of 
America  to  the  cradle  of  the  old  world  in  the  course 
of  a  couple  of  weeks,  calling  at  Madeira,  Gibraltar, 
Algiers,  Genoa,  Nice,  Tunis,  Alexandria  (Cairo  and 
the  Pyramids),  Jaffa  (Jerusalem),  Smyrna,  Constanti- 
nople, Athens,  M;  Ita,  Messina,  Palermo,  Naples, 
Genoa,  and  returning  direct  to  New  York.  They 
have  made  a  brief  visit  to  the  seats  of  the  intensely 
interesting"  and  ancient  culture  of  the  Greecian  and 
Roman  empires,  have  received  a  glimpse  of  the  mod- 
ern city  of  Cairo  and  the  Archaeological  curiosities  of 
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the  Orient,  enjoying*  at  the  same  time  the  most  charm- 
ing" winter  climate  in  the  world.  Althoug"h  the  old 
ICg-yptian  culture  has  left  behind  very  few  marks  of 
historic  achievements,  aside  from  the  Pyramids,  there 
is  an  attractive  mystic  mist  surrounding  that  region, 
as  it  forms  a  sanctified  historical  approach  to  the 
country  of  Biblical  fame, — the  land  of  Christ. 


Scandinavian  Points  of  Interest. 


Of  the  new  fields  for  Tourist  travel,  one  of  the  most 
popular,  is  the  region  of  magnificent  fjords  and 
mountains   of  ^^^^^Y. 

THE  LAND  OF  THE  MIDNIGHT  SUN.  To  people 
who  travel  exclusively  for  pleasure  and  recreation, 
this  field  offers  unquestionably  many  great  attrac- 
tions, both  as  regards  scenery  climate,  accomodations 
and  economy  of  travel.  Below  we  give  a  brief  men- 
tion of  some  of  the  most  frequented  places  of  interest 
in  Norway. 

Hardaiiger  Fjord.  The  grandeur  and  beauty  of  this 
famous  inlet  into  the  mountain  ranges  of  Western 
Norway  is  beyond  description;  it  must  be  seen  in  order 
to  be  appreciated.  It  is  enclosed  by  rockj?^  walls, 
which  in  some  places  reach  up  to  a  height  of  5,000  feet, 
and  in  some  places  the  stone  walls  leave  a  recess 
towards  the  water  edge  of  fortile  and  well  populated 
districts.  The  highest  snowcapped  mountain  in  this 
section  is  the  "P^olgefond",  which  is  visible  from  many 
parts  of  the  fjord.  The  characteristics  of  the  rural  life 
in  this  and  other  parts  of  Norway  is  unique  and  ex- 
ceedingly interesting.  A  mightly  arm  of  the  fjord 
branches  off  at  a  village  called  Utne  and    is    named 

Scerfjord,  which  with  constant  variation  of  scenery 
and  very  rocky  shores  presents  some  of  the  finest 
waterfalls  of  the  west  coast. 
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Odde,  is  a  villag-e  at  the  bottom  of  Hardang-er  Fjord 
and  a  great  center  for  excursions  to  several  famous 
waterfalls,  such  as  Espelandsfos,  Sjaeg-gedalsfos  and 
the  mag-nificent  g-lacier,  the  Buarbrae,  a  part  of  the 
Folgefond. 

Moldc,  is  a  prosperous  little  city  of  wonderful  scenic 
beauty  situated  on  the  shore  of 

Romsdalsfjonl,  another  inlet  of  much  grandeur  and 
exhibiting  shores  of  a  most  remarkable  vegetation  for 
the  latitude,  in  a  luxurious  flora  and  beautiful  woods 

North  Cape,  is  a  remarkable  mountain.  It  is,  so  to 
say,  the  Northern  terminus  of  Europe  and  the  point 
where  the  real  Arctic  regions  commence. 

Tromsoe,  is  a  city  of  about  5,000  inhabitants,  pleas- 
antly situated  and  presenting  a  beautiful  and  prosner- 
ous  appearance.  The  export  of  fish  from  this  place  is 
very  considerable  and  the  harbor  is  generally  crowded 
with  vessels. 

The  tourists  who  reach  as  far  north  as  this  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  see  the  islands  of  Lofoten, 
celebrated  for  their  great  fisheries,  and  they  will  not 
omit  to  take  in  the  magnificent  sights  of  several  other 
fjords,  such  as  Vcstfjord,  Storfjord,  Girmnjcr fjord  and 
Sognefjord,  all  of  which  are  almost  as  picturesque  as 
the  Hardanger,  though  much  more  different  in  their 
scenic  surroundings. 

Bergen.  This  place,  which  is  the  second  city  in 
Norway  in  importance  and  population,  was  founded 
1070  and  achieved  great  prosperity  as  a  member  of  the 
Hanseatic  Bund.  The  city  has  a  picturesque  situation 
and  many  objects  of  interest.  We  will  mention  the 
churches  dating  back  to  the  thirteenth  century,  the 
'  Rosenkrantz  Tower*'  and  "  Fiskebryggen."  the  an- 
cient Hanseatic  quarter.  In  the  neighborhood  is 
Oudvangen,  a  beautiful  hamlet  at  the  head  of  the 
fjord.  From  this  place  to  Bergen  is  a  grand  overland 
route. 
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Watercure  Establishments  in  Europe. 

We  give  a  brief  description  of  these  places.  Before 
g-oing"  to  any  one  of  them,  it  is  advisable  to  consult 
a  good  physician  at  home,  as  the  doctors  at  the  re- 
spective establishments,  thoug-h  generally  very  com- 
petent, will  not  be  much  inclined  to  send  visiting 
patients  away,  even  though  the  waters  of  the  place 
represented  may  not  be  the  best  for  the  case  in 
question. 

Achen,  on  Southern  Rhine,  is  a  sulphuric  bath  with 
hot  springs.  The  water  is  not  used  internally.  The 
springs  are  valuable  in  cases  of  Syphilis,  Rheumatism 
and  Skin  Diseases. 

Baden,  near  Vienna,  is  also  a  sulphuric  bath.  Its 
water  is  used  for  drinking,  bathing,  douche  and  steam 
baths.  It  is  drank  unmixed  or  with  milk,  and  is  very 
effective  to  the  skin  and  slime  tissues,  and  against 
Rheumatism,  Scrofula,  Venerial  Diseases  and  Affec- 
tions of  the  Throat. 

Baden-Bdden,  in  Baden.  Its  water  is  often  drank 
with  milk  or  whey,  but  is  used  mostly  for  baths.  It  is  a 
saline  water,  contains  much  salt  and  is  recommended 
for  Rheumatism,  Scrofula,  Chronic  Catarrh  and  Skin 
Diseases,  but  is  not  suitable  in  cases  of  congestions 
and  excess  of  blood. 

Bareges,  in  the  Pyrenees,  has  3  hot  springs  of 
water,  which  can  only  be  drank  on  the  spot.  It  is 
used  against  Rheumatism,  Scrofula,  Hypochondria, 
green  sickness  and  lack  of  blood. 

Bagyieres,  (de  liOucheon)  also  in  the  Pyrenees,  has 
a  strong-  sulphuric  water  of  high  temperature,  used 
both  for  drinking  and  bathing;  but  it  is  somewhat  irri- 
tating and  must  be  used  with  moderation.  It  is  very 
effective  against  Rheumatism,  Skin  Diseases,  Kidney 
Troubles  and  Old  Sores. 

Bilin,  in  Bohemia,  is  a  saline  bath,  rich  in  carbonic 
acid  and  carbonate  of  soda.     This  water  effects  the 
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secretion  especially  the  urine,  hemorrhoides  of  the 
bladder,  stone  and  gravel  diseases  and  chronic  catarrh. 
The  water  is  clear  and  pleasant  to  drink.. 

Drelburg,  in  Westphalia.  This  water  is  strongly 
inpregnated  with  iron,  has  an  acidulated,  inkj'  taste 
and  contains  free  carbonic  acid.  It  is  refreshing  and 
strenghtning.  It  is  much  used  against  Green  Sickness, 
Hysterics,  Nervousness  and  Diseases  of  the  Spine, 
against  Impotence  and  effects  of  Debauchery. 

E(jer,  in  Bohemia,  also  called  Franzenbath,  has  5 
springs,  which  are  rich  in  iron  and  contain  an  unusual 
amount  of  sulphuric  salts.  It  is  very  desolving  and 
strenghtening  and  used  same  as  the  Dreiburg  for 
drinking — up  to  12  goblets  daily,  often  mixed  with 
Ass-milk. 

Ems,  in  Nassau.  This  place  has  a  ( elebrated  soda 
water,  rich  in  sulphuric  salts,  is  clear  and  little  bluish 
in  color.  It  is  used  especially  against  diseases  of  the 
Respiratory  Organs  and  Hoarsness,  Chronic  Catarrh 
and  Asthma.  One  of  the  springs,  the  Emser-Krenchan 
is  used  especially  against  diseases  of  the  female  Sex- 
ual Organs,  irregular  Menstruation,  Green  Sickness 
and  sterility. 

Qastein,  in  Austria.  Its  water  is  used  mostly  for 
bathing.  It  is  clear  as  crystal  and  has  in  damp 
weather  a  somewhat  rotten  taste.  It  is  much  used 
against  General  Debility.  Palsy,  complaints  of  the 
Spine,  Impotence,  chronic  Rheumatism,  Bladder  sick- 
ness, old  sores  and  kindred  diseases.  The  place  has  a 
fine  climate,  beautiful  surroundings  and  is  well  pat- 
ronized, 

Karlsbad,  in  Bohemia,  is  one  of  the  most  frequented 
water-cure  establishments  in  Europe.  Its  water  is 
clear,  has  a  salty  taste  and  a  very  dissolving  effect, 
especially  on  the  secretions,  but  it  is  somewhat  itch- 
ing and  must  be  used  with  moderation.  Its  principal 
substance  is  sulphuric  salts  and  free   carbonic  acid. 
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The  diseases  for  which  this  water  is  most  used  are 
Catarrh  of  the  Stomach,  Dyspepsia,  Liver  Complaint, 
Diabetes,  Rheumatism,  Strictures,  Stone  and  Gravel 
complaints.  It  is  not  suitable  in  cases  of  Lung  troub- 
les. Syphilis,  Green  Sickness  and  Hectic  Fevers. 

Kisingen,  in  Bayern,  has  3  springs,  rich  in  iron  and 
salts  and  one  without  iron.  The  water  is  clear  and 
sparkling  with  a  salty  bitter  taste  and  has  much  de- 
solving  and  laxative  merit.  It  is  highly  beneficial  to 
the  urinary  passage.  It  is  also  used  much  against 
diseases  of  the  Digestive  Organs,  Dyspepsia,  Scrofula, 
Liver  Complaint,  Hypochondria  and  Spleen. 

Marieubath,  in  Bohemia,  has  a  famous  water.  It 
effects  the  urinary  passage,  is  laxative  without  weak- 
ning  the  system,  improves  digestion  and  is  one  of  the 
mineral  waters  in  Europe  which  is  most  used.  It  has 
much  merit  in  cases  of  Catarrh  of  the  Stomach, frequent 
Constipation,  Dyspepsia,  Hemorrhoids, Dizziness,Rheu- 
matism  and  Dropsy. 

Plyna,  in  Bohemia,  has  a  famous  bitter-salt  water, 
excellent  to  drink  by  people  who  suffer  from  excess 
of  blood  and  constipation. 

Recoaro,  in  Lombard y,  is  a  famous  spring  against 
diseases  of  the  Kidneys. 

Ramlosa,  in  Sweden,  has  springs  which  are  peculi- 
arly rich  in  iron.  The  water  is  used  against  Green 
Sickness  and  General  Debility. 

Sandefjord,  Norway,  has  excellent  slambaths  and 
salt  water  baths.  The  water  at  this  place  is  strongly 
sulphuric  and  used  mostly  for  bathirg.  For  Nervous 
Debility,  Chronic  Catarrh,  Spinal  and  Mercurial  Di- 
seases it  is  regarded  as  highly  beneficial.
